Montgomery, Ala., June 2.— 
What measures and bills will 
receive close atténtion when 
the legislature reconvenes in 
July? That is a question ma- 
ny are propounding and an- 
swers are numerous. 

Repeal of the convict lease, 
revision of the agricultural 
code, the Mobile port amend- 
ment, the eight-hour law for 
women, the county superinten- 
dent selection method, the chir- 
opractic regulation bill and the 
Sunday blue laws all come in 
for their share of discussion. 

All of the above mentioned 
bills are expected to be ponder- 
ed by the legislators, with the 
Mobile port amendment prob- 
ably watched closer than any 
other, Mongomerians say. 

Because of considerable agi- 
tation on the convict lease ques 
tion by citizens over the entire 
state, the repeal of the exten- 
sion is said by many to be 
likely. 

Superintendent Question. 

During the last. session of 
the 1923 assembly, a change in 
the educational system of the 
state was found to be strongly, 
in favor among a great number 
of the lower and upper house 
members. 

Just what favor the Sunday 
observance bill will find is a 
matter of speculation following 
the indefinite postponement of 
the bill in the senate during 
the winter by a 17 to 1 vote. 
Senator J. M. Bonner of Cam- 
den fostered the bill in the 
upper house. 

The eight-hour law for wom- 
en is being fostered to a large 
extent by-the-state branch of 
the League of Women Voters 
and the social welfare organi- 
zations of the state.

Burle Kilpatrick, former em- 
ploye of J. L. Knox and Com- 
pany, was remanded to the 
county jail here today under 
one indictment charging him 
with murder in the first degree 
in connection with the killing 
of J. L. Knox, prominent mer- 
chant and citizen of Andalusia 
a few weeks ago, and under a 
second indictment of assault 
with intent to murder Chief of 
Police J. N. Jernigan on the 
same occasion. 

These indictments were re- 
turned by the special grand ju- 
ry empanelled this morning by 
Judge W. L. Parks, of this cir- 
cuit, along with seven other 
true bills, tonight following an 
all day session. 

Kilpatrick has been confined 
here since the tragedy with the 
exception of a temporary re- 
moval to the Montgomery 
county jail on the afternoon 
following the shooting here at 
the noon hour when his em- 
ployer was instantly killed and 
the police chief seriously woun- 
ded. The latter is again able 
to be out, however, Judge 
Parks stated tonight that he 
had first intended to call a spec 
ial session of circuit court for 
the hearing of the case of Kil- 
patrick, but that he had later 
decided to wait until the next 
regular session.

Montgomery, Ala., June 2.— 
Alabama’s tax adjusters will 
pass out of office with the com- 
pletion of their duties in the 
matter of assessments for the 
present fiscal year, which 
should be about July 1, ac- 
cording to Governor Brandon 
Saturday. 

The bill abolishing the ad- 
justers was passed by the leg- 
islature but with a provision 
giving them until September 
30 to remain in office if the 
governor saw fit. It was sta- 
ted instant destruction of the 
adjusters would upset the fi- 
nancial machinery of the state, 
and the few months grace was 
allowed with an express pro- 
vision that they could be re- 
moved by the governor at any 
time before the’ date fixed for 
their official demise. 

When asked Saturday as to 
what steps had been taken to 
dispose of the tax adjusters, 
Governor Brandon stated that 
they would be dropped as soon 
as pending assessments for the 
present year are disposed of, 
about July 1, and that the du- 
ties discharged by them will be 
carried on in the future by the 
county tax assessors and state 
tax commission.
